The following questions may be helpful and are offered as a focus 
for discussion of Point 2* 

1. With respect to control areas A and B above, is there ary 
reason to doubt that those for which unilateral affective capabilities to 
impose a significant impact on the Bloc were deemed to exist during the 
recast review continue to meet those conditions and will do so far a 
reasonable period in the future?
